FIRST LADY'S 
MOTHER DIES 
IN HER SLEEP 


DENVER, Colo. (A P)-Elivera 
Doud, 82, mother of Mrs. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, died early today 
in her sleep at her home here. 
She had been ill for some time. 
Mrs. Doud died at the family 
home at 750 Lafayette St. 
The President and Mrs. Eisen­ 
hower last visited Mrs. Doud here 
July 27-31. 
No closer and more public re­ 
lationship between a 
President 
and his mother-in-law probably 
existed than that between Mrs. 
Doud and Eisenhower. 
She lived at the White House, 
and was the first mother-in-law 
ever to accompany a presidential 
candidate on his campaign train. 
“AFRAID OF FALLS" 
When Eisenhower took office 
early in 1952. Mrs. Doud, then 73. 
was asked about the possibility of 
living at 1200 Pennsylvania Ave. 
“I don’t know about living in 
the White House.” she said. “But 
I think Mamie would be happier 
if she can keep an eye on me. 
She’s a worrier, and she won’t 
worry about me if I’m right there. 
I take a lot of tumblas—I haven’t 
a very good sense of balance— 
and both my girls are afraid about 
my falls.” 
The President referred to his 
mother-in-law as “Min." an ex­ 
pression that Mrs. Doud's young­ 
est daughter had taken from the 
comic 
strip 
character 
“Andy 
Gump ” 
Mrs. Doud’s youngest daughter, 
Frances, is Mrs. Gordon Moore 
of Washington. DC., who was 
here with her mother. 
LOST TWO DAUGHTERS 
President Eisenhower is flying 
to Chicago to make a speech and 
Mrs. Eisenhower will accompany 
him there, then fly on to Denver. 
Two other daughters were born 
to Mrs. Doud and her husband, 
John Sheldon Doud, who died at 
the age of 80 in 1951. The two 
girls, between Mrs. Eisenhower 
and Mrs. 
Moore, both died in 
their late ’teens. 
The surviving 
daughters 
and 
the President were frequent visi­ 
tors to the two-story brick home 
in Denver which became known 
nationally in 1955. It was there in 
the early morning hours of Sept. 
2, 1955, that Eisenhower suffered 
his heart attack. 
Doud himself died at the com­ 
fortable tree-bordered home. The 
fatal seizure came while his wife 
and daughter were visiting then 
Gen. Eisenhower at his North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization head­ 
quarters in Europe. 
DAUGHTER OF IMMIGRANTS 
Doud was a native of Rome. 
N.Y., and son of a Chicago meat 
packer. He met his wife, then Eli- 
vera Mathilda Carlson, rn a bi­ 
cycling club to which both 
be­ 
longed at 
Boone, 
Iowa. where 
Doud had gone on business for 
his father. 
Mrs. Doud was the daughter of 
Swedish immigrants who entered 
this country in 1868. Her father 
became a successful businessman 
at Boone, where a son, Joel, now 
is a banker.

Gettysburg men are gaining on 
the women in the race to have the 
most voters. 
New registration figures com­ 
pleted 
by 
the county 
election 
board 
Wednesday 
showed 
the 
“girls” still ahead of the “boys” 
in numbers registered in the town, 
but the “boys” are gaining. 
At primary time there were 103 
.more women voters than males on 
the registration list, 1,726 for the 
ladies and 
1.623 for the men. 
Now’ there are only 60 more wom­ 
en than men voters in the town, 
1,911 to 1851. 
The Democrat men have a 753 
to 697 lead over the ladies and 
the non-partisan males are 62 
compare^ to only 39 non-partisan 
women.

(AP)— Prim* Minister Harold 
Macmillan of Britain urged th* 
United Nations today to maka 
a calm, reasoned approach to 
disarmament. His speech was 
interrupted by angry heckling 
from Soviet Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev 
and 
th# 
Com­ 
munist bloc. 
At one point the Soviet premier 
leaped to his feet, scowling, and 
shouted at the British leader as 
Macmillan was presenting a ma­ 
jor statement of Western objec­ 
tives. 
Khrushchev 
shouted 
Russian 
words at the British statesman at 
several points and led the Com­ 
munist delegations in a new table- 
thumping demonstration of pro­ 
test. The Soviet premier seemed 
irate. 
HAILS IKE'S SPEECH 
Macmillan described as “re­ 
markable" the speech of Presi 
dent Eisenhower before the Gen­ 
eral Assembly last Thursday, and 
said its great value was that it 
contained practical contributions 
for settlement of East-West issues. 
The President of the United 
States made certain suggestions 
for solving the crises confronting 
the United Nations, he said, but 


the proposal advanced by Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev “seems cal­ 
culated to have the opposite ef­ 
fect.” 
Diplomats say Macmillan is not j 
acting as a go-between for Eisen­ 
hower and Khrushchev. 
Macmillan had a date for a pri­ 
vate talk with Khrushchev, how­ 
ever. shortly after his speech in 
the General Assembly. 
Khrushchev’s 
lieutenants 
lost 
three more important and bitterly 
fought skirmishes in the Assem­ 
bly Steering Committee 
The Steering Committee voted 
to bring before the 98 nations in 
the General .Assembly the ques­ 
tions of Soviet actions in Hungary 
and an a i r i n g of Communist 
Chinas operations in Tibet. The 
11-4 vote came after a long and 
determined Soviet effort to kill 
both items. 
The Steering Committee also 
voted down Soviet proposals to 
open the General Assembly imme­ 
diately to disarmament debate, 
bypassing debate in the Political 
Committee and interrupting the 
general policy statements now be­ 
ing given by representatives of 
each U.N. member. It was report­ 
ed that Khrushchev wanted an op­ 
portunity to address the Assembly 
again.

shed some light on Ray Norton’s 
wretched performance in the re­ 
cent Olympics. 
. .” The 49ers 
drafted Norton in November 1959 
Norton declared he was sincere 
when he told newsmen on his re­ 
turn from Rome that he intended 
to pass up pro football to return 
to San Jose State. 
However, on Sept. 16 when he 
got to his front door in Oakland, 
49ers general manager Lou Spa- 
dia was waiting, and after several 
hours conversation a contract was 
signed. 
The affidavits signed by Norton 
and the 49ers in late July swore 
that Norton had not agreed to 
play professional football.

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What Is Happening In 
Business And Finance 
Big Question Of Week 


By SAM DAWSON

NEW YORK 'AP)—Finding a 
name for just whats happening 
to business and finance these days 
is blowing up almost as big a de­ 
bate as is interpretation of the 
statistics. 
It isn't just an American game 
Europeans are busy trying to pin 
down and name the state of the 
American economy. This popped 
up often at the meeting of the 
International Monetary Fund this 
week in Washington. 
One school hangs the tag of re­ 
cession on the current situation 
here. Another says It s no such 
thing, just another rolling adjust­ 
ment. 
M ANY NEW M ON IKERS 
These are but two of a long list 
of new monikers which Americans 
have tried out since the war to 
denote whether times are good or 
bad. 
A few still stick to the old­ 
fashioned boom or bust. But many 
hold that the days of the real 
boom and real bust have been leg­ 
islated out of any chance of re­ 
turn Even a very bad day on the 
stock 
exchange 
doesn't 
shake 
their conviction. 
Here are some of the terms that 
have cropped up now and then 
*mce the war to add zest—or per­ 
haps confusion—to the art of nam­ 
ing economic trends. 
QUESTION RECESSION 
Recession. The term now being 
bandied about 
again has been 
used twice betore since the war 
It means a turn down in business. 
an upturn in unemployment, a 
slackening all along the line—but 
milder than the old fashioned term 
of depression. After the dread 
1930s that word has become all 
but outlawed 
Rolling adjustment 
This de­ 
scription of today s happenings 
isn't new either 
Ifs been used 
several times since the war, It 
means that industries tend to have 
their own depressions at different 
tim es—some laid low while others 
are still climbing. Hence the total 
economy escapes anything iLke the 
19:J0s. 
ECONOMY HOLDS STILL 
Sidewise on a high plateau. 
Some still think thats whats go­ 
ing on today. It means the econ­ 
omy climbed up, stopped to take 
a breather, and at the moment 
isnt going either up or down for 
sure. 
Controlled cycle 
This is the 


theory that the old days of big 
upswings followed by inevitable 
downswing.- have been made ob­ 
solete. In other words we won t 
let a real big cycle happen any­ 
more. 
Built-in stabilizers or cushions. 
These are the cycle controls. They 
include 
unemployment 
benefits, 
regulations against too much spec­ 
ulation. turning tight money on or 
off, long term wage contracts, 
government 
monitoring 
of 
the 
economy. 
INFLATION AND DEFLATION 
Inflation and deflation 
These 


are old terms that these days are 
given added meanings. Instead of 
meaning the expansion or contrac­ 
tion of the money supply through 
wise or unwise government poli­ 
cies as they once did, they now 
are widely used to describe trends 
in Hie cost of living or In general 
business activity. But when the 
last recession didn't come up with 
the expected drop in consumer 
prices, two new’ concepts were 
brought forward. 
Cost-push 
and 
administered 
prices. Cost-push meaas that even 
if demand falls off prices stay 
high betail."* inflexible production 
casts keeping pushing them up. 
The contrary theory is that prices 
stay high in many cases because 
they are administered. That is, 
companies within a given indus­ 
try regulate supply so that prices 
won’t drop.

BORN SO SOLEMNLY 
The republic, born so solemnly 
June 30. has ne\er known any­ 
thing but dictatorship—first by 
Moscow-supwrted 
Premier 
Pa­ 
trice Lumumba, and more recent­ 
ly by Col. Joseph Mobutu whose 
nature 
is idealistic but rarely 
practical 
Arbitrary rule by the colonialist 
Belgians has been replaced by the 
arbitrary rule and decrees of the 
black man. There are more empty 
stomachs and more unemployed. 
Lumumba’s military adventures 
against 
political opponents,

Indian Chief Skull 
To Be Buried In U.S. 


ASTORIA. Ore. lA Pi-The skull 
of Chief Concomly, an Indian who 
befriended early American ex­ 
plorers of the Oregon country, 
will be buried next year after re­ 
turning from half way around the 
w’orld. 
Concomly, who headed a tribe 
of Chinook Indians, helped Lewis 
and Clark get through their win­ 
ter on the West Coast in 1805-06. 
Later he aided the John Jacob 
Aster expedition which founded 
this city. 
Four years after his death in 
1829 or 1830, a Hudson Bay offi­ 
cial dug up his skull and shipped 
it to England as a curiosity. 
The skull amazed the English, 
for, like many Chinooks, Concomly 
had a flat head, made so by bind­ 
ing in childhood. 
For more than a century the 
skull was in a British naval hos­ 
pital. Seven years ago Astorians 
managed to induce the English to 
send it back to Oregon. It has been 
in a glass case in the historical 
society museum here since. 
Next year, during the 150*h anni­ 
versary of the city’s founding, the 
skull will be buried in a memorial.

REDS LOSE GROUND 
Khrushchev tries to rally the 
neutrals to his side but they ap­ 
pear to be lining up with the West 
against him; Dag Hammarskjold 
is put on the defensive but refuses 
to stay there. 
The Russians may be applaud­ 
ing when they hit tables with 
their fists; and any meeting be­ 
tween President Eisenhower and 
Khrushchev, although they were 
only a few yards apart, seems 
unlikely. 
Khrushchev demanded the Unit­ 
ed Nations get rid of Secretary- 
General Hammarskjold and cre­ 
ate three secretaries, each with a 
veto that could cancel what the 
other two wanted in an emergen­ 
cy, thus leaving the United Na­ 
tions helpless. 
SAFER THAN IN HAVANA 
To his fellow Cubans Castro 
may have looked like a hero of 
enormous daring to stand up in 
the United Nations—in the heart 
of .New York—and villify this 
country. 
Fact is, he was probably safer 
doing that 
than 
any time he 


makes a speech in Havana. The 
United States has to go all out 
to protect him while he’s on 
American soil. 
Egypt’s Nasser offered one of 
the few soft notes in a screechy 
week, suggesting President Eisen­ 
hower and Khrushchev have a 
summit 
meeting. 
This seemed 
what Khrushchev had m mind 
when he came here. 
But Khrushchev turned a fishy 
eye on all who asked him what 
he thought of Nasser’s idea and 
Eisenhower gave no indication he 
is interested in it.

speech which practically defied 
the Russian to do his worst. 
The world’s diplomatic big-wigs 
burst into thunderous applause 
when the Swede finished, all ex­ 
cept the Russians who, led by 
Khrushchev, pounded the tables. 
Still, this couldn’t be interpreted 
for sure as Russian disapproval 
since, some say, it might have 
been just the Russians’ way of

MR. PRESIDENT 
by Patrick and Vinmont 


WOODROW WILSON 


Bom in Staunton, Virginia, Decemfier 28, 1856. He attended Davidson College, 
graduated from Princeton in 1879 and read law at University of Virginia. After prac­ 
ticing law in Atlanta for a year he attended John Hopkins University, graduating with 
a P h i), degree. He taught at Bryn Mawr College, Wesleyan University and at Prince­ 
ton, becoming President of Princeton at the age of 46. 
In 1910 ne was elected Governor of New Jersey and the next year the Democrats 
nominated him for the Presidency. He was elected bv a large majority in the electoral 
college due to a split of the Republican votes between the Progressives and Republicans. 
Inaugurated the twenty-eighth President of the United States on March 4, 1913, 
he served two terms. In the first four years he put into law more economic reforms 
than were ever before made in the same length of time. After a two and one-half year 
struggle for neutrality, he declared war on Germany on April 6, 1917. Until the 
Armistice, November 11, 1918, he was the central figure in this great conflict 
He went in person to the Conference at Paris and grappled almost single-handed 
with the forces that kept Europe in conflict since the beginning of history. Broken 
in health, the result of his work on behalf of the League of Nations, he retired at the 
close of his tenure to his home in \Yashington where he died three years later on 
February 3, 1924, aged 67. 


THOMAS RILEY MARSHALL 


Bom at North Manchester, Indiana, 1854. He graduated from Wabash College 
in 1873 and after two years’ study of law was admitted to the bar. He established his 
residence in Columbia City, Indiana, and practiced law there throughout his life. 
He served as Governor of Indiana, 1909-13. 
He was nominated and elected Vice-President of the United States in 1912 and 
again in 1916. He served eight years as an able assistant to President Wilson and 
was recognized as an outstanding presiding officer of the Senate. He died in 1925. 


MRS. WOODROW WILSON 


Ellen Axson (pictured above) bom in 1860 in Georgia, was married at twenty- 
five to Woodrow Wilson. Intellectual, artistic and with a rare sweetness of nature, 
she submerged her own fine talents to make a home where her husband could find re­ 
laxation from the cares of public life. As hostess, when her husband was president of 
Princeton University and governor of New Jersey, she was well prepared for the 
White House where she received guests with simplicity and a gracious friendliness. 
Overtaxing her frail health, she became ill and died in 1914. seventeen months after 
coming to the Executive Mansion. 
In 1915, President Wilson married beautiful Mrs. Norman Galt, a widow. She 
was born Edith Bolling in Virginia, 18’72. highly intelligent and cultured, she made 
a charming hostess. Her strength of character was a bulwark for her husband in the 
troubled days preceding and during World W ar I. During the long months between 
her husband’s illness and death she was his constant companion, adviser and solace. 
Mrs. Wilson lives in Washington, D C.

“Ifs pure prejudice on the part 
of the registrar as to why there 
are not as many Negroes regis­ 
tered as there could be,” testified 
Ernest N. Francis Jr., a Jackson 
Parish undertaker. 
The U. S. Civil Rights Commis­ 
sion, a fact-finding body, Is ending 
a two-day hearing on complaints 
of voter discriminations in Loui­ 
siana. 


DESCRIBE METHODS 
Only 28 per cent of eligible Lou­ 
isiana Negroes are registered, the 
commission said.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—Fidel Castrol went home Wed­ 
nesday and to far as his reouta- 
tion as a statesman is concerned 
he should have stayed home in 
Havana. 
He may still be a hero to his 
revolutionary cohorts 
at home, 
but in the eyes of many a dele­ 
gate to the 96-member U.N. Gen­ 
eral Assembly, Castro is leaving 
this country a somewhat battered 
warrior. 
The United States did well by 
itself Tuesday night. To Castro’s 
interminable tirade of almost five 
hours, in which he accused the 
United States of responsibility for 
every woe Cuba ever 
suffered, 
U.S. Ambassador Jam es J. Wads­ 
worth gave a deliberately soft, 
calm reply. 
RAN SECOND BEST 
That reply gave the representa­ 
tives of the world’s nations the 
impression of an understanding, 
tolerant uncle soothing a badly 
spoiled child. 
Castro came off second best, by 
all odds. 
U.N. delegates, assessing the 
impact of the Cuban prime min­ 
ister’s debut before the world or­ 
ganization, indicated they thought 
Castro might even have created 
sympathy for the United States 
where little sympathy had existed 
before. 
FRIGHTENED MANY 
It usually is not difficult for a 
Latin-American speaker to win an 
attentive audience with an attack 
on the United States. Among the 
neighbors to the south there fre­ 
quently is a certain amount of se­ 
cret — or even open — satisfac­ 
tion in watching rich Uncle Sam 


take it on the chin from one of 
his less fortunate Latin relatives.! 
This latent anti-Yankee feeling! 
has been Castro’s political capi­ 
tal in Latin America, where he 
still charms many among the 
masses and raises liopes among 
those of tile extreme left. But he 
has frightened many, too, among 
them the men who at the present 
time are running Latin America’s 
other governments and domestic 
affairs. He deepened their fright 
with his U.N. appearance 
"K " LED CHEERING 
Castro’s speech obviously failed 
to arouse enthusiasm for his vio­ 
lent themes among Latin Amer­ 
ican delegations, Only the Com­ 
munists. cheerfully led by Nikita 
Khrushchev, and an isolated few 
others joined in 
bursts 
of ap­ 
plause for the Cuban's meander­ 
ing, scatter-shot attack on the 
United States. 
Delegates of young African na­ 
tions, with a sort of fascination 
looked on amazed while Castro 
spoke. Their interest in Castro as. 
a potential neutralist seemed to 
fade. 
How Castro looked to the Com­ 
munists is not important. What­ 
ever Khrushchev and the Commu­ 
nists think of him in private, they 
will lionize him publicly as a 
hero. For the Communists, Cas­ 
tro is a satisfactorily usable young 
man. That is all that counts to 
them.

The roundtable has the bless­ 
ing of Premier-designate Joseph 
Leo.

Premier Patrice Lumumba. Ileo 
has not yet been approved by 
Parliament. 
Mobutu, 29, the Congo’s strong 
man. has made several efforts re­ 
cently to achieve a reconciliation 
with Lumumba, but apparently 
with little success. Lumumba has 
been insisting on reconciliation on 
his term s—-namely, retention of 
his premiership. 
The Communist-supported Lu­ 
mumba refuses to admit he has 
been fired and still lives grandly 
in the premier's luxurious river­ 
side residence.
